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Administrative computer user mounts up to 16 drives 
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Remote Disk Java applet sends USB Mass Storage Device (MSD) 
Interface a command indicating the number of MSDs 
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USB MSD Interface signals to USB Emulated Storage Device to 
disconnect while the USB MSD Interface reconfigures to show the 
appropriately set maximum Logical Unit Number (LUN) 
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USB Emulated Storage Device reconnects as a new USB Device 
that has morphed appropriately to show the correct MSDs 
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Operating system or BIOS sees the new USB Device and adds the 
MSDs to the list of drives connected to the system 
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The MSDs mounted on the administrative computer are now used 
- by the bootable computer user as if they were connected directly to 

the bootable computer 
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
